• The Bible, like tlie Catholic Church, gives tluee categories tliat people may fall into when tliey die. Only the &st categoiy includes people who will make it to heaven. The most 
important question, then, is what it means to be a member of categoiy #1. 

• Sadly, many Cluistians ai^e often confiised when answeiing tins question since some Protestant denominations deny the existence of categoiy #2. These cluuches teach tliat if someone 
is tnily saved, he or she will pereevere to the end. Thus, categoiy #2 does not (and can not) exist. Other chinches admit the categoiy exists but preach inconectly tliat anyone in it will stiU 
go to heaven. These chm^clies teach that once we aie saved. noUung we could ever do (including adulteiy, mmdei, fornication, uiuepentance, etc .) could ever make us lose om salvation. 
Thus, anyone in categoiy #2 will go to heaven. Oddly, both teachings often go by the same name: '"eternal secmity." In fact, some Protestant pastors occasionaUy conti^adict 
themselves by preacliing in one breath tliat categoiy #2 doesnT exist and in another that anyone iii categoiy #2 is going to heaven. If categoiy #2 exists, and if those in it will not make 

it to heaven (apait fiom repentance), then there may be many Cluistians whose eternity is not as secure as they beheve. The Piotestant denial and/or redefinition of category #2 is a 
rejection of the liistoric. Biblical, Cluistian teacliiiig, passed down from the apostles themselves, that it is possible to lose one's salvation. 

• Tins tract's pmpose is to give non-Catliohc Cluistians 1) a visual imagine to hold in mind and 2) the Bibhcal support for the existence of each category. After all. it would be tragic 
for one to tluiik all along tliat they were a member of categoiy #1 only to frnd after then dying breath tliat they were actually a member of categoiy #2. It would be tiagic to die in a 
state of sin only because one didn't reaUze that, altliougli they were once saved, it was possible to lose their salvation. The Bibhcal teacliing on salvation is a matter of life and death, 
and it is imperative that you frnd a church tliat botli teaches you coiTectly about the effects of sin and offers tlie means to be foigiven of serious sins. The Church tliat Jesus estabhslied 
2,000 yeais ago is also the Cluucli tliat takes sin most seriously and offers tlie sacramental means tliat Jesus estabhshed for the forgiveness of sins. Tliat Chmcli is tlie Roman Catholic 



• On the reverse side of tins page are Bible verses tliat support tlie existence of all tliree categories. Before flipping tliis tract over, ask yomself how many verses do you think can 

be fomid ui the Bible tliat cleaily indicate the existence and Catliolic understanding of categoiy #2? How many would (and should) it take to convince you? Also included aie two extra 
sets of verses, the frist of wliicli compiles all tlie different answers to tlie question "what must I do to be saved" that aie given in the Bible. The second list compiles all the verses in wliicli 
salvation is viewed as contingent, as sometluiig tliat you get "if you do sometliing else. Wlien you read these passages, sunply ask yomself tliese two questions: "how often liave I 
heai^dmy pastor give these Biblical answers to the quesrion?" and "how would I feel about these answers if my pastor spoke tliem as part of Ins sennon? Would I tliink he had embraced 
a Mse doctiine? Would he suddenly sound. . .Catliohc?" Yet. is not each "answer" taken straight out of the Bible? I pray tliat tlie Holy Spiiit convict your lieait so that you wiU accept 
ALL the answers that the Bible gives to these impoitant questions. If you once left the CatlioHc Church because someone tauglit you a false Gospel—tliat all you liad to do to be saved 
was accept Clmst as yoiu' savior and yom eternal salvation would be secured—now is the time to read these Bible passages and return home to the Church that offers the Inih Bibhcal 
path to heaven.

Verses used by Protestants to deny 
the existence of Categoiy #2:

Pi oblems: (1) Takes verse out of contest, 
will ch is a defense agaiiist the giiostics, 
who claimed you must have a secret, 
hidden knowledge to be saved. 
(2) Iguoies the stioiig element of 
conlingency in the same letter (see far right)

Problems: (1) Tliis does not necessarily 
mean that 1 can not pull myself out of 
God's hand. (2) Tlie verb tense is 
"■present linear," wliich implies a 
contiuuiiig action: '"00111111116 to know" 
and "continue to give" (and this is 
according to Baptist tlieologiaii Dale 
Moody in liis systematic tlieology Tiie 
Word ofTndb. pg. 357). 

Jolin 6:37 "All that the father gives will come to me. 
and whoever comes to nie I will never drive away " 
Problems: (1) Once again, the present 
paiticiple is used in tlie Gieek, showing 
a continuous "giving" and "coming." 

Rom. 8:35-39 No "trouble or hardship, persecution, 
famine [etc ] death nor life, angel nor demon [etc ] 
. can separate us from the love of Christ " 

Problems: (1) Notice that this verse does 
not say "neither adiilteiy nor miudei nor 
fornication [etc.] can sepaiate us from 
the love of Cliiist." (2) This verse states 
that no suffering or outside entity' can 
separate us. but sin is the avoidance of 
suffering and an internal defiance of our 
fiec will. (3) Tlie Bible can not 
contradict itself, and the cokmin to the 
immediate right shows that it is possible 
to lose one's salvation thiough sin (see 
\ IJoliu 5:16-17).

Why knowing yon are 
"eternally secure" is impossible 

1. Even if sonieoQe who is truly saved will 
surely persevere to the end iu theory (wliich 
denies all tlie eiidence in categoiy #2), 
there is still no way to know nght iioiv if 
/will persevere. Tlius, diere is no way to 
know that one is truly saved eveu at (liis 
moment! How secure is (hat? To compen- 
sate, one ends up basing their faitli ou the 
quahty of tlieir own faiili at tlie niomenl Ihey 
made that "once sai ed, always sa\"ed" 
confession of faith five, ten, twenty years 
ago. But the fad that many people make 
that same act of faith but don't persevere 
(thus showiug thai tliey weren't saved lo 
begin witli) gives reason to question wlielher 
one's act of faitii was any different. 

2. As tlie Bible says, nol eveiyoiie who 
cries "Lord, Lord" will enter tiie kingdom 
of heaven (Matt. 7:21). So what if I don't 
have to persevere, how do I know my 

act of faith was tiuly motivated by grace and 
was nol done for mixed or selfish motives? 
How do you know your faith was liuly a 
saving faitii ""from above"? You can't tiuly 
know until you die. Not a veiy secui e 
knowledge comes from this, either. 

3. As Catholics, we base our security' on God's 
promises— the sacramental oatiis that Clirist 
swears on oiu' behalf We place our trust 
not on our faitii but on Cliiist's work on us 
thiough Baptism, tiie Eucharist, Cotifrr- 
mation, Recouciliati on, Anointing of tiie 
Sick, Marriage, and Holy Orders— the seven 
grace-filled, life-gi\~iiig sacraments that tiie 
Cliiistian faitlifid have practiced for two 
millemiia. 

4. Our testimony is uot our one time act of 
faitii. Rather, tiie ""Spirit, Water, and Blood" 
testify in om" hearts (1 Jn 5 7-lOJ through 
Baptism and the Eucharist.

Protestant theology and tlie 
word "alone"' 

Martin Luther's addition of the word "alone" to the 
Bible and his introduction of the new doctrine of 
"sola fide" (faith alone) has made the word "alone" 
the foundation for much Protestant theology By 
saying we are saved by faith alone, Protestant theo- 
logy has rendered itself incapable of accounting for 
all the other things the Bible says we must do to be 
saved, both positively (like doing good works) and 
negatively (like avoiding sin) "Faith alone" destroys 
faith because the truth faith does not isolate faith 
from all the other things listed above The word 
"alone" leads to an " either/ or" mentality that forces 
many Protestants to pit the items on the list above 
against one another (like faith versus works or faith 
versus baptism) Catholic theology is founded on 
"both/and," which produces a Biblical hermeneutic 
open to all the evidence Protestant theology depends 
on the word "alone," remove it, and Protestant 
theology ceases to exist

Wliy do Protestants believe in 
Eternal Seciuity? 

1. The root to Eternal Security is (he doctrine 
of "sola fide." If "sola fide'' is false, tiien 
Eternal Seciuity is impossible. 

2. For "sola fide" to be conceivable, M, Luther 
described justification in terms of a 
courti'ooiii in which God legally declares 

us to be righteous. He doesn't make us 
righteous; he doesn't inftise us with liis 
grace. He merely "imputes'' Cliiist's 
righteousness on us. 

3 . Tlius. when tiie just judge sees us on 
judgement day, he will only see Cliiist's 
righteousness, not our own filth. As M. 
Luther put it. we remain "dung hills 
covered witii snow." 

4. Tlierefore, a tier justification, God ooly sees 
Cluist's lighteousuess. Notiiing we do will 
be seen by God anyway. According to tiiis 
tiieology, iiotliing we do can be good or be 
of any good. Mother Tlieresa is really no 
better off than a ""saied" prostitiite in God's 
eyes, because all God sees is Clirist, 

Wliat has tlie Roman Catholic Churcli 
tauglit since Jesns founded her? 

1. Cliiist iufiises us witii liis grace, making us 
holy, and making us God's children. He 
changes us. making us paitakers of tiie 
di\ine nahire (2 Pet. 1:4). 

2. Ratiier than remain piles of dimg. Christ 
washes us in baptism fioiii all sin (Acts 22 16 

3. To enter heaven, we must be perfect, since 
notiiing imperfect can enter heaven (Rev. 
21:27). 

4. In his mercy, God saves us, forgives us our 
sins, and provides us the grace to live 
righteously. Li his iiiei cy, he cleanses us 
witii liis Blood from any remaining attach- 
ments to sin after we die, piu ging away the 
dross fioiii oiu' souls (1 Cor. 3:13-15).
